To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Farnborough  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and 
consideration  the  Annual  Report  for  I964  prepared  according  to  the 
directions  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Farnborough' s health  as  judged  by  the  vital  statistical  figures 
can  be  regarded  as  generally  satisfactory  with  a continuing  high  birth 
rate,  a death  rate  considerably  lower  than  the  previous  year  and  a lower 
infant  mortality  rate.  There  were  no  maternal  or  tuberculosis  deaths. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  also  low. 

The  outstanding  medical  event  of  the  year  was  the  typhoid 
epidemic  in  Aberdeen  in  May  with  more  than  400  cases,  traced  to  a contam- 
inated 6 lb.  tin  of  Argentine  corned  beef.  This  can  contaminated  not 
only  the  implem-ents  and  the  personnel  in  the  shop,  but  the  other  cold 
meats  on  the  counter.  Extremely  puzzling  was  the  extent  and  rapidity  of 
the  spread  of  the  disease,  as  great  as  in  a water  home  epidemic  and  many 
times  greater  than  in  any  previous  corned  beef  outbreak.  Until  this 
outbreak  it  had  been  generally  accepted  that  canned  foods  were  safe  until 
they  had  left  the  can  and  that  when  the  consumer  contracted  typhoid  it 
was  most  probably  due  to  the  infection  being  introduced  by  a carrier 
who  handled  the  food  after  the  can  was  opened.  However,  the  Departmental 
Committee  of  Inquiry  into  the  epidemic  state  that  they  Relieve  that 
canned  meat  produced  under  wholly  suitable  and  satisfactory  conditions  is 
among  the  safest  of  foods  available  for  human  consumption.  The  Committee 
in  their  report  also  stressed  the  need  for  guidance  to  staff  in  food 
premises  on  the  hygienic  handling  of  all  cold  meats. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  routine  work  of  protecting  young 
children  eigainst  the  preventable  diseases  of  smallpox,  diphtheria  and 
whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  continued  to  be  carried  out 
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and  thanks  are  due  to  the  private  medical  practitioners  for  their  help 
in  this  connection. 

I am  grateful  to  the. Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  encouragement  and  help,  to  Mr.  Snowden,  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
ready  assistance,  enabling  me  to  carry  out  my  duties.

Population 

Farnborough' s population  in  the  sixties  seems  to  be  growing  at  a 
remarkably  increased  rate.  The  Registrar  General's  estimated  mid-year 
population  for  I964  is  37,190,  showing  an  increase  of  2,430  over  the 
estimate  for  the  previous  year  and  is  an  increase  of  some  I8  per  cent  over 
the  population  figure  at  the  I96I  census  and  33  per  cent  since  1954*  Of 
the  increase,  574  was  contributed  by  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths.  The 
major  part  of  the  increase  has  been  brought  about  by  the  large  number  of 
private  housing  estates  developed  in  recent  years,  particularly  in  the  Cove 
area,  and  the  new  Greater  London  Council  estate  will  continue  the  expansion 
of  the  town.

The  standardised  death  rate  of  11.3  shows  a decrease  compared  with 
that  of  12.58  for  1963  and  is  the  same  as  the  national  rate.  The  local  death 
rate  and  also  the  national  rate  are  just  below  the  limit  of  twelve  per 
1,000  of  the  population  which  the  national  rate  reached  in  the  decade 
1920-30,  having  declined  from  14.4  in  the  decade  1911-20. 

It  is  unlikely  that  there  will  be  much  further  reduction  until  we 
begin  to  take  seriously  those  preventable  causes  of  death  - accidents  on 
the  road  and  in  the  home  and  lung  cancer  - which  as  yet  we  look  upon  as 
normal  occurrences.

Although  only  two  fatal  road  accidents  occurred  in  the  town,  eight 
deaths  of  Farnborough  residents  from  motor  vehicle  accidents  were  recorded 
during  the  year;  six  male  and  two  female.  Two  were  in  children  under  15 
years  of  age;  three  were  in  the  age  group  15-25  years  and  three  were  aged 
55  and  over;  two  were  cyclists,  one  a scooter  driver,  three  passengers  in 
motor  vehicles,  two  were  pedestrians. 

The  discrepancy  between  the  Registrar  General's  figures  and  that 
compiled  locally  is,  of  course,  due  to  the  fact  that  six  of  the  accidents 
involving  Farnborough  residents  occurred  whilst  they  were  travelling 
outside  the  Urban  District  at  the  time.

The  commonest  causes  of  death  were  as  usual  diseases  of  the  circulatory 
system  followed  by  cancers  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system.  Of 
the  31  cancer  deaths  in  men  10  were  due  to  lung  cancer.  Lung  cancer  continues 
to  be  a major  cause  of  death  of  men  in  the  second  half  of  life.  The  Government 
decision  to  ban  cigarette  advertising  as  from  1st  August  on  television  is  to 
be  welcomed,  although  whether  this  will  affect  cigarette  smoking  to  any  marked 
degree  remains  to  be  seen.  Certainly  the  increase  in  the  price  of  cigarettes 
has  not  had  a significant  impact.  Pricing  up  cigarettes  may  prove  effective 
in  deterring  young  persons  from  taking  up  smoking  but  hardly  influences  the 
habits  of  established  smokers.  The  thing  to  do  is  to  try  and  change  people's 
attitudes  to  smoking.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  major  tobacco 
companies'  Annual  Reports  now  contain  a paragraph  on  smoking  and  health, 
recognising  that  "opponents  of  smoking  have  not  relaxed  their  activities, 
particularly  in  North  America  and  some  countries  in  Europe".  They  fear  that 
this  may  set  a precedent  for  other  governments  in  countries  where  their 
competitive  position  could  be  damaged. 
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At  least  one  company  report  gives  the  advice  that  "moderation  in 
smoking  is  not  only  good  sense,  it  also  increases  enjoyment". 

Mortality  from  bronchitis  is  recognised  to  be  much  higher  amongst 
men  than  amongst  women.  Farnborough  deaths  from  this  cause  in  the  year 
under  review  were  - men  15  and  women  2.  Bronchitis  in  this  country 
accounts  for  nearly  6 per  cent  of  all  deaths  and  is  the  third  most  common 
cause  of  death  in  men  over  30.  The  Ministry  of  Health  early  this  year  sent 
to  all  medical  practitioners  a booklet  on  chronic  bronchitis,  dealing  with 
the  preventive  aspects  of  care  of  the  patient  with  chronic  bronchitis. 
Research  has  shown  that  the  most  important  environmental  factors  in 
causation  are  cigarette  smoking  and  atmospheric  pollution.  We  are  fortunate 
in  living  in  an  area  where  air  pollution  is  not  a problem,  but  we  need  to 
be  reminded  that  cigarette  smoking  is  now  generally  acknowledged  to  be  a 
major  factor  in  chronic  bronchitis  and  that  there  is  little  doubt  that 
stopping  cigarette  smoking  would  lead  to  a large  fall  in  bronchitis 
mortality. 
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SECTION  B 


PROVISION  OF  GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  URBAN  DISTRICT 

District  Health  Sub  Committee 


Certain  functions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  have 
been  devolved  by  the  County  Council  upon  a specially  appointed  District 
Health  Sub  Committee.  This  Sub  Committee  consists  of  representatives  of 
the  County  Council,  District  Council,  voluntary  organisations  and  other 
bodies  concerned  with  the  Health  and  allied  services.  The  functions 
mainly  devolved  are  day  nurseries,  ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics, 
child  welfare  centres,  midwifery,  health  visiting,  home  nursing, 
vaccination  and  immunisation  and  home  help  service. 

Meetings  of  the  Sub  Committee  are  held  quarterly  - ensuring  that 
local  needs  of  the  personal  health  services  are  kept  under  review.

The  Ambulance  Service  is  maintained  by  the  County  Council.  A 
sub-depot  with  one  large  ambulance  and  one  utilecon  ambulance  is  stationed 
at  Farnborough  and  -this  is  controlled  from  the  Aldershot  Ambulance  Station.

General 

In  England  and  Wales  the  low  incidence  of  diphtheria  and 
polior;yelitis  continued  in  1964*  The  number  of  notifications  of 
whooping  cough,  although  not  quite  as  high  as  in  1963,  were  still  much  above 
the  number  recorded  in  1962.  Typhoid  fever  cases  showed  a decrease 
compared  with  the  previous  year  when  this  country  was  involved  in  the 
Zermatt  epidemic. 

In  Farnborough  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
was  lo’.v  throughout  the  year  and  only  the  cases  of  food  poisoning  call  for 
comment . 


Of  the  30  cases  notified,  29  occurred  in  Lay  amongst  a Training 
r.egirent  at  Cove.  This  outbreak  was  investigated  by  the  Army  Authorities 
ana  I am:  grateful  to  Colonel  Harrison,  D.A.D.A.H.  Southern  Command,  attached 
H.C,»  Aldershot  District,  for  supplying  t'lie  following  information. 

In  all  there  were  47  cases,  including  two  civilian  food  handlers. 
Salrr.onella  Brandenburg  was  the  causative  agent  and  haversack  rations 
containing  luncheon  meat  were  considered  to  be  the  food  concerned,  the 
organism  being  cultured  from,  the  luncheon  meat.  These  rations  were  made 
ir.  a warm  cookhouse  the  afternoon  and  evening  before  the  morning  of  issue 
and  v/ere  not  stored  in  cooled  conditions.  Twentysix  of  the  cases  reported 
ill  with  symptoms  of  nausea,  intense  headache,  followed  by  diarrhoea  and 
vomiting  on  the  13th  and  14th  Lay;  further  cases  continuing  to  the  end  of 
the  rionth,  suggesting  possibly  an  intermittent  contamination  of  food  by 
a person  excreting  the  organism.

Fourteen  cases  were  removed  from  the  register  and  after  allowing 
for  transfers  the  total  number  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year  was:- 

118  male  and  77  female  being  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and 

12  male  and  7 female  non-pulmonary  cases. 

A Chest  Clinic  is  held  at  Aldershot  and  details  of  this  are  given 
in  the  section  dealing  with  the  provision  of  Health  Services. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination  Procedures. 

The  immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough 
and  tetanus  and  of  their  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  and  smallpox 
continued  to  be  a major  concern  of  the  Health  Department.  It  needs  to 
be  remembered  that  the  absence  of  serious  infectious  disease  should  not 
be  allowed  to  lull  us  into  an  attitude  of  complacency  and  there  is  still 
need  to  raise  the  rates  of  immunisation  as  near  to  100^  as  possible. 
Reinforcement  of  immunity  is  essential  in  most  of  these  diseases. 

No  change  in  the  routine  immunisation  procedures  were  recommended 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  during  the  year. 

The  following  antigens  are  Icept  in  stock 

1.  Triple  antigen  for  primary  immunisation  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 
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2.  Alum  precipitated  diphtheria  toxoid  for  primary  or 
reinforcing  doses. 

3.  Combined  Diphtheria/Tetanus  alum  precipitated  toxoid 
for  immunising  children  to  v/hom  the  administration 
of  whooping  cough  vaccine  is  considered  unnecessary 
or  undesirable.

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

For  poliomyelitis  vaccination  the  vaccine  of  choice  is  the  Sabin 
type  Oral  Vaccine  which  has  proved  both  safe  and  effective.  Many  countries 
have  reported  marked  reduction  of  the  incidence  of  poliomyelitis  following 
the  use  of  the  oral  vaccine.  Last  year  there  were  only  39  cases  of  Acute 
Poliomyelitis  in  England  and  V/ales,  the  lowest  number  for  many  years  and 
there  seems  little  doubt  that  the  immunisation  campaign  which  was  begun  in 
1956  played  a major  part  in  bringing  this  about.

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  number  of  children  vaccinated  under  the 
age  of  one  year  is  very  much  less  than  in  previous  years.  This  figure, 
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however,  is  not  comparable  with  previous  years  as  advice  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  during  the  latter  part  of  1962  recommended  that 
children  should  preferably  be  vaccinated  during  their  second  year,  rather 
than  at  the  age  of  4 - 5 months.

THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  I 964 


To  the  Chairman  and  Lemhers  of  the 
Farnborough  Urban  District  Council. 

L.r.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  I964,  tny  25th  as 
your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

It  has  been  a difficult  year  for  the  Department  in  many  ways. 

There  have  been  many  staff  changes.  One  of  our  Inspectors  left  for  another 
post,  he  was  followed  by  our  Student  who,  after  qualification,  also  obtained 
another  appointment,  and  there  was  much  delay  in  filling  these  posts. 

The  Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage  Service  received  a severe 
setback  by  a fire  during  August  which  destroyed  our  Salvage  Depot.  The 
baling  of  paper  had  to  stop.  These  difficulties  coincided  with  a further 
spate  of  legislation  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Department,  the  principal  ones 
being  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  which  came  into  operation 
in  June, and  the  Housing  Act  which  is  intended  to  speed  up  work  on  the 
improvement  of  houses. 

We  continued  to  develop  the  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage. 

No  further  progress  was  made  with  the  proposal  to  provide  joint  refuse 
disposal  arrangements  with  surrounding  authorities,  a matter  which  I 
discussed  in  my  last  Annual  Report.  I think  this  is  the  only  logical 
approach  to  this  difficult  problem  in  the  country  as  a whole,  and  the 
arrangements  which  have  been  made  within  the  Greater  London  area  whereby 
the  Greater  London  Council  is  responsible  for  all  refuse  disposal,  is  an 
indication  of  future  trend. 

In  November  a meeting  of  the  Southern  Centre  of  the  Association  of 
Public  Health  Inspectors  was  held  in  Farnborough  in  conjunction  with  a visit 
to  the  Institute  of  Aviation  Medicine,  when  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  presented  a paper  on  "The  Public  Health  Supervision  at  the 
Farnborough  Air  Display". 

We  still  have  with  us  the  dust  nuisance  arising  from  the  coal 
handling  plant  at'  the  main  railway  station.  We  were  assured  that  conditions 
would  be  improved  v/ith  the  reconstruction  of  the  plant.  This  work  had  not 
been  put  in  hand  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

We  continued  to  give  training  in  the  Department  to  personnel  from 
the  Army  School  of  Health  and  a further  student  qualified  during  the  year. 

In  future  these  students  will  have  to  spend  two  years  in  the  Department 
instead  of  their  final  year,  which  has  been  the  practice  in  the  past. 
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I am  grateful  for  the  support  that  I have  received  from  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  who  have  been  so  helpful 
and  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Department}  to  Dr.  J.  Coutts  Milne 
for  his  help  and  advice,  and  to  the  staff  and  workpeople  of  the 
Department  for  their  loyal  service  during  the  year.

SA!:iTA5Y  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
1.  WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  is  supplied  to  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  by  the 
i»lid-'7essex  Water  Company  and  the  supply  arrangements  continued  to  be 
satisfactory.  I am  informed  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Company, 

Lr.  A.  Wilkinson,  that  apart  from  extending  the  supply  as  required  to  new 
development,  no  changes  of  note  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and  I am 
obliged  to  him  for  information  contained  in  this  section  of  the  Report. 

Liaison  was  maintained  between  the  officers  of  the  Company  and 
the  Public  Health  Department.  I have  appreciated  the  co-operation  which 
I have  received  from  the  Company's  Chemist  and  Bacteriologist,  Ik!r.  H.  D. 
Cheeseworth . 

Sources  of  Supply 

The  supply  is  obtained  principally  from  deep  wells  in  the  chalk  at 
lumping  Stations  at  Itchel,  Greywell  and  Lasham  in  varying  proportions 
according  to  the  demands  on  the  system. 

Treatment 

The  water  from  the  wells  serving  the  area  varies  in  hardness  from 
16.‘3  to  21  grains/gallon  and  softening  is  carried  out  at  the  sources  in 
order  to  reduce  the  hardness  to  12  grains/gallon  which  is  the  statutory 
lim.it  for  the  Urban  District. 

The  water  from  the  sources  is  practically  sterile  in  the  raw 
state,  before  treatment,  but  is  given  a precautionary  dose  of  chlorine 
during  the  normal  process  of  treatment,  in  conformity  with  modern  water- 
works practice. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  distributed  in  the  area  varies 
between  0.1  and  0.2  parts  per  million. 

Purity  of  Supply 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  regularly  by  the  Company  before  and 
after  treatment  at  the  works  and  in  supply.  They  are  examined  chemically 
and  bacteriologically  by  the  Company's  resident  Chemists  and  Bacteriologists 
and,  in  addition,  samples  are  submitted  to  an  outside  laboratory  for 
independent  examination  and  report  at  regular  intervals. 

The  reports  during  the  past  year  on  all  treated  waters  have  shown 
a consistently  high  standard  of  organic  and  bacterial  purity. 

The  water  does  not  have  any  plumbo  solvent  action. 

Conditions  of  Supply  Generally 

The  supply  to  all  premises  served  within  the  Urban  District  is 
constant  and  laid  on  directly  from  the  mains.  Adequate  supplies  were  at  all 
times  available  without  restriction. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  scheme  for  concentrating  our  sewage  disposal  at  the  Sycamore 
Road  Worlcs  has  now  heen  prepared  hy  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  it  is 
expected  that  it  will  go  out  to  tender  early  in  1965*  When  this  work 
has  been  completed  the  Cove  works  will  he  abandoned,  with  the  exception 
of  the  pumping  station.  The  Council  also  decided  to  construct  a sewer 
in  Coldharbour  Lane  and  when  this  has  been  done  it  will  remove  the 
largest  unsewered  area  remaining  in  the  district. 

Trouble  was  experienced  from  a surcharge  of  the  sewers  in  the 
Rectory  Road  area  and  a temporary  pumping  unit  was  installed  until  the 
trouble  could  be  permanently  cured  by  the  sewerage  improvement  scheme. 


One  house  without  proper  drainage  was  demolished  and  one, 

Synehurst  Bungalow,  Hawley  Lane,  was  redrained  to  a new  cesspool,  a sewer 
not  being  available. 

For  the  information  of  new  members  of  the  Council  I set  out  below 
details  of  properties  which  are  still  without  main  drainage  and  are 
required  to  use  cesspools  or  septic  tanks.

3 . RIVERS,  STREAI'^S  AND  WATERCOURSES 


The  effluent  from  the  Disposal  7‘'orks  in  the  South  '.Vard  discharges 
into  the  River  Blackwater,  whilst  that  from  the  Disposal  TJorks  in  the  West 
Ward  discharges  into  the  Cove  Brook,  a tributary  to  the  Blackwater.  These 
streams,  together  with  the  Larrow  Brook,  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Thames  Conservancy  Board. 

4 . SANITARY  ACCOLllCDATION 

The  details  included  in  Table  I in  the  Drainage  and  Sewerage  section 
of  my  report  show  the  numiber  and  types  of  sanitary  accommodation  other  than 
fresh  water  closets  in  use  at  premises  which  are  not  connected  to  the  Council's 
sewers. 

Lany  people  will  be  surprised  that  in  Farnborough  there  are  still 
houses  without  water  closet  accommodation  and  where  pail  and  bucket  type 
lavatories  are  still  in  use.  These  are  being  eliminated  as  we  provide  main 
sewerage  facilities  to  our  remaining  unsewered  areas,  but  we  still  have 
30  of  these  insanitary  appliances.  One  pail  closet  was  replaced  by  a fresh 
water  closet  and  one  was  abolished  with  the  demolition  of  an  unfit  house. 

Those  that  remain  are  in  situations  where  main  drainage  has  not  yet  been 
provided  or  cannot  be  provided.

Sanitary  conveniences  are  also  available  for  use  by  the  public  at 
the  Council' s recreation  grounds.  Cleaning  and  maintenance  of  the 
conveniences  is  carried  out  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  Department. 

A scheme  was  prepared  and  tenders  invited  for  the  construction  of  new 
public  conveniences  on  Cove  Green  in  conjunction  with  a new  pavilion,  and  when 
these  are  provided  the  existing  ones,  which  are  not  satisfactory,  will  be 
removed.  These  will  be  the  only  public  conveniences  in  the  '.Vest  'Ward  and 
for  the  whole  area  north  of  the  main  railway  line,  this  being  the  area  of  the 
greatest  population  growth. 

6.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 


General 

Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  responsible  to  the  Health  Committee 
for  the  administration  of  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade 
refuse,  and  the  collection  and  disposal  of  salvage. 

Dustbins,  or  disposable  sacks  where  used,  are  emptied  weekly.  General 
salvage  is  collected  weekly  with  a more  frequent  collection  from  special 
premises.  The  disposable  sack  system  of  refuse  storage  was  extended  and 
the  Council  resolved  that  this  should  be  required  with  all  new  development. 

The  bonus  scheme  for  refuse  collection  continued  to  operate  successfully 
and  was  extended  to  a further  team  during  the  year. 

Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  continued  to  serve  on  the  7/orking 
Party  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  to  study  and 
to  advise  on  methods  of  refuse  collection  in  the  country. 
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Refuse  Disposal 


This  urgent  matter  continued  to  receive  constant  attention  during 
the  year.  No  further  progress  was  made  with  joint  refuse  disposal  arrange- 
ments with  adjacent  local  authorities.  Possible  sites  in  the  district  were 
investigated  without  a successful  conclusion  being  reached,  but  the  War 
Department  are  to  permit  us  to  use  an  area  of  War  Department  land  situated 
in  the  Borough  of  Aldershot  for  a period  of  foxir  years  and  the  necessary 
planning  permission  was  obtained.  The  conditions  attached  to  this  planning 
permission  are  very  severe  and  the  Council  will  need  to  give  consideration 
to  the  mechanical  treatment  of  the  refuse  to  assist  with  its  disposal.  I 
shall  make  proposals  to  the  Council  in  this  connection. 

The  amount  of  refuse  brought  to  our  tip  continued  to  increase  in 
number  of  loads  and  bulk.  The  estimated  tonnage  was  some  12,715  tons. 

The  character  of  the  refuse  has  changed  to  such  an  extent  that  in  my  opinion 
description  of  refuse  on  a tonnage  basis  is  now  unrealistic. 

Salvage 

Our  salvage  organisation  continued  to  work  very  satisfactorily  until 
the  disastrous  fire  destroyed  our  works  in  August  and  disorganised  the 
disposal  section  of  the  service.  We  were  able  to  obtain  temporary  storage 
arrangements  on  Army  property,  but  it  was  necessary  to  sell  our  paper  loose 
at  a low  and  uneconomic  price.  It  also  necessitated  a long  and  expensive 
haul  for  our  vehicles.  However,  it  was  better  than  having  to  dispose  of 
our  salvage  by  tipping  and  taking  up  valuable  tipping  space. 

We  collected  712  tons  of  salvage  which  was  sold  for  £4,147*  If  will 
be  seen  from  Table  II  that  since  1940  the  sum  of  £141,102  has  been  obtained 
from  the  sale  of  these  materials.

The  establishment  of  the  Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage  Department  at  the 
end  of  the  year  consisted  of  31  workpeople  comprising  supervisory  staff, 
driver/mechanic,  8 drivers  and  I9  men.  It  is  becoming  more  difficult  to 
recruit  and  keep  men  in  the  service  and  it  is  our  hope  that  the  introduction 
of  the  disposable  sack  system  of  refuse  collection  will  assist  with  this,  not 
only  by  making  the  work  more  congenial,  but  by  taking  out  a great  deal  of 
the  hard  and  unnecessary  lifting  which,  in  the  case  of  a dustbin,  amounts  to 
carrying  out  and  returning  to  each  house  more  than  20  lbs.  of  dustbin  weight 
alone,  which  will  be  avoided  with  the  disposable  sack  system. 
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THE  COLLECTION  AND  SALE  OF  SALVAGED  MATERIALS 
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kr.  F.  H.  lioseley  completed  50  years  service  with  the  Council  and 
the  Department,  and  as  Foreman  has  been  concerned  with  the  development 
of  the  service  with  the  growth  of  the  Urban  District.  This  long  service 
was  recognised  by  the  Council  with  a presentation,  which  I think  is  the 
first  occasion  that  this  has  been  done. 

Sickness 


The  amount  of  sickness  amongst  the  workpeople  was  higher  than  last 
year,  275?  days  as  against  201.  This  represents  a loss  of  working  days  of 
3.41^.  21  men  had  periods  of  sickness,  the  remainder  of  our  establishment 

of  31  men  had  none . 

Provision  of  Dustbins 


In  order  to  encourage  their  use,  dustbins  of  British  Standards 
Specification  continue  to  be  sold  by  the  Department  at  cost  price  to  house- 
holders and  owners  and  119  were  sold.  Only  dustbins  with  rubber  lids  are 
supplied  in  the  interests  of  Noise  Abatement.  The  Council  also  resolved  that 
holders  for  disposable  refuse  sacks  should  be  sold  to  householders  who  may 
require  them. 

l8l  informal  notices  requiring  the  provision  of  dustbins  were  served 
and  170  complied  with. 

Trade  Refuse 


There  were  no  changes  made  in  the  charges  for  the  collection  of  trade 
refuse . 

vniere  there  is  living  accommodation  in  connection  with  trade  premises 
one  bin  is  emptied  without  charge  and  no  charge  is  m.ade  for  the  collection  of 
saleable  salvage.  ’.There  only  a limited  amount  of  trade  refuse  is  made  the 
charge  is  6s.  6d.  per  bin  per  quarter  for  a once  weekly  collection.  Premises 
making  greater  quantities  are  charged  upon  quantity  and  the  time  taken  to 
move  and  dispose  of  it. 

83  traders  occupying  87  premises  are  paying  for  the  collection  of 
trade  refuse,  which  produced  an  income  of  £1,207  for  its  collection  and 
disposal . 

Plant  and  Equipment 

Until  the  fire  we  used  a continuous  type  of  paper  baling  machine 
provided  with  dust  extraction  plant.  A small  vertically  electrically 
driven  press  was  used  for  the  baling  of  textiles  and  materials  which  could 
not  be  handled  in  the  continuous  press.  A fork  lift  truck  was  used  to 
handle  bales  and  load  them  on  to  lorries.

All  were  investigated  and  action 
taken  as  required. 

8.  ATMOSTHERIC  POLLUTION 


Lost  of  our  steami  raising  plants  are  oil-fired  and  these  did  not 
give  cause  for  complaint  during  the  year.  A smoke  nuisance  was  creitod  by 
a coal -fired  boiler  plant  of  a laundry.  '.Vorks  were  carried  out  to  the 
furnace  and  the  height  of  the  chimney  was  raised. 

Our  main  problem  continued  to  be  dust  arising  from  a coal  and  coke 
handling  plant  situated  at  our  main  railway  station.  Observations  by 
means  of  deposit  gauges  were  continued.  These  showed  a heavy  deposit 
of  coal  dust.  A scheme  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  plant  proposed  by 
the  National  Coal  Board  was  approved  by  the  Council  but  work  had  not  started 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  main  source  of  air  pollution  in  the  district  continued  to  be 
dom,estic.  No  steps  have  been  taken  to  form  a smoke  control  area  but  a 
Bye-law  is  in  force  requiring  that  any  installation  in  new  buildings  of 
appliances  for  heating  or  cooking  shall  be  designed  to  burn  smokeless 
fuels.  This  is  also  a condition  when  making  improvement  grants. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air  and  also 
contribute  to  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research  on  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

9.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AI:D  POOLS 

There  is  a small  open  air  swimming  pool  and  paddling  pool  in  the 
district  owned  and  managed  by  the  Council.  The  swimming  pool  is  provided 
with  an  up  to  date  filtration  and  chlorination  plant.  The  paddling  pool 
is  emptied  and  refilled  frequently  and  is  chlorinated  by  hand  dosing. 

There  is  a bathing  pool  at  a private  school  in  the  area  and  an  open 
air  swimming  bath  at  the  Femhill  Junior  School. 

No  trouble  was  experienced  with  these  pools  during  the  year. 

10.  RODENT  AND  INSECT  CONTROL 


One  officer  is  employed  for  rodent  and  pest  control  work.

Rodent  infestation  in  the  district  is  well  under  control  and 
regular  attention  is  given  to  places  where  rats  are  likely  to  breed  or 
be  attracted  namely  sewage  works,  refuse  tips,  slaughterhouses  and  the 
like. 


l!o  charges  are  made  for  work  carried  out  on  private  dwell inghouses. 

In  the  case  of  business  premises  the  charges  are  based  on  the  actual  cost 
of  the  work.  By  arrangement  with  the  proprietors,  treatment  for  the 
eradication  of  rodents  and  other  pests  is  carried  out  at  many  business 
prer.ises  or.  contracts  covering  periods  of  three,  six  or  twelve  months. 

Rechargeable  rodent  and  other  pest  control  work  produced  an  income 
of  CI89. 

The  Council  continued  membership  of  the  North  East  Hampshire  Pest 
Control  Committee,  which  comprises  seven  Local  Authorities  in  North  East 
Hampshire.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  the  Aldershot 
Military  District  and  the  Hampshire  Agricultural  Executive  also  send 
representatives.  The  meetings  of  the  Committee  were  held  quarterly  in 
different  districts. 

( i)  Prevention  of  Damage  by 
Pests  Act  1949 

No  formal  action  was  taken  under  the  Act. 

( ii)  Rodent  Treatment  of  the  Sewers 

The  sewerage  system  was  kept  under  observation  and  was  treated  in  the 
summer.  I think  the  position  regarding  rat  infestation  in  our  sewers 
can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

(b)  Insect  Pests 


There  was  a constant  demand  for  this  service  and  we  were  requested  to 
deal  with  a large  variety  of  pests.  179  visits  were  made  to  investigate

A charge  of  lo/- 
is  made  for  each  nest  destroyed. 

Supplies  of  insecticide  may  be  purchased  from  the  Department  to 
enacle  householders  to  carry  out  work  themselves  when  they  are  able  to  do  so. 
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As  far  as  possible,  ponds,  ditches  and  watercourses  in  the  area 
were  kept  under  observation  for  mosquitoes  and  treatment  carried  out 
when  required. 

Roof  timbers  of  all  new  properties  are  treated  with  insecticide  in 
accordance  with  a special  building  byelaw  intended  to  control  infestation 
by  the  House  Longhorn  Beetle  and  no  cases  were  reported  or  discovered. 

11.  DISI1.75CTICN  AITD  DISILTSSTATIOK  WORK 

Four  properties  were  disinfested  following  infestation,  in  three 
instances  by  fleas  and  in  the  other  by  carpet  beetles.

The  demand  for  residential  caravan  sites  continued  anu  there  was 
a constant  waiting  list  for  the  Hawley  Lane  site.  This  is  privately 
operated  on  land  owned  by  the  Council  and  leased  for  this  purpose.  It  is 
licensed  for  78  vans  and  has  been  operated  satisfactorily.

A Schedule  of  Conditions  prepared  by  an  Advisory  Committee  in  the 
County  consisting  of  Public  Health  Inspectors,  Planning  Officers  and  Site 
Operators  is  used  in  conjunction  with  all  site  licences  issued.  This 
Committee  continued  to  meet  during  the  year  to  deal  v/ith  problems  which 
have  arisen  in  the  County.  Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is 
Chairman  of  this  Committee. 
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Proceedings  were  taken  against  the  owneV  of  land  off  Coleford 
Bridge  Road  for  permitting  his  land  to  he  used  for  the  siting  of  a 
caravan  without  a licence.  A fine  was  imposed  by  the  magistrates  and 
the  caravan  was  removed  from  the  site. 

13.  INDUSTRIAL  HYGIENE 

( a)  Factories 


In  addition  to  the  Royal  Aircraft  Establishment  and  other  service 
premises,  there  are  two  large  factories  in  the  district,  one  engaged  on 

the  m.anufacture  of  electronic  equipment  and  the  other  on  the  manufacture 

of  cosm^etics.

Names  and  addresses  of  eight  outworkers,  persons  who  do  work  at  home 
on  behalf  of  factories  in  other  districts,  were  received  from  other 
authorities.

(c)  Offices,  Shops  and  Railv/ay  Premises  Act  1963 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  August  I964  and  required  the 

occupiers  of  offices  and  shops  and  premises  coming  within  the  provisions 
of  the  rtCt  to  register  their  premises  with  the  Local  Authority  before  the 
31st  July.  Notwithstanding  the  publicity  that  was  given  to  this,  both 
nationally  and  locally,  only  242  were  registered  by  the  end  of  the  year, 
although  it  is  known  that  there  are  many  more  than  this  in  the  district. 

A start  was  made  on  the  inspection  of  these  premises  and  it  will  be 

intensified  when  we  are  in  a position  to  do  so. 

The  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts  relating  to  hours  of  closing  are 
administered  by  officers  of  the  County  Council. 
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Development  continued  in  the  shopping  centre  at  Queensmead  and  a 
start  was  made  on  the  erection  of  shops  in  Cove.  Luch  reconstruction 
and  improvement  of  shop  premises  was  also  carried  out  in  other  parts  of 
the  area. 

14.  FET  ANIMALS

Farnborough  Air  Display  and  Exhibition 

The  1964  Air  Display  and  Exhibition,  which  is  now  held  at  interval.'; 
of  two  years,  was  larger  than  ever  before,  both  in  scope  and  attendance, 
and  placed  a great  strain  on  all  the  facilities  available. 

The  Fublic  Health  arrangements  worked  reasonably  satisfactorily  anl 
are  improved  upon  on  each  occasion,  and  I believe  will  bear  comparison 
with  anything  of  its  kind. 

The  staff  of  the  Department  was  augmented  by  four  Fublic  Health 
Inspectors  for  the  week  of  the  Exhibition,  two  of  whom  had  been  with  us 
on  previous  occasions  and  one  was  the  Army  Fublic  Health  Inspector  for  tliis 
area  who  received  training  in  the  Department  and  qualified  as  a Public 
Health  Inspector. 

We  had  problems  in  plenty,  but  this  is  inevitable  v/hen  a small  tov/n 
under  canvas  is  erected  and  is  not  finished  until  the  eve  of  the  Show,  and 
when  we  are  dealing  with  some  fifty  different  catering  firms,  most  of  whom 
we  do  not  see  before  the  opening.  These  catering  firms  recruit  additional 
food  handling  personnel,  both  locally  and  over  a wide  area. 
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The  public  health  problems  arise  from  the  following:- 

1.  Sanitation  and  Drainage. 

2.  Collection  of  Refuse 

3.  Vermin  and  Insect  Control 

4.  Catering  and  the  supervision  of  food  and  food 
preparation. 

All  four  aspects  of  the  problem  are  complementary  but  food  catering 
is  the  most  difficult  to  supervise.  In  the  main  it  is  high  class  hotel 
catering  carried  out  under  temporary  conditions.  There  is  also  a consid- 
erable influx  of  hot  dog  stalls,  ice  cream  and  similar  vendors  on  the 
public  days.  It  is  not  possible  to  visit  or  count  all  these  stall 
caterers.  I»lany  of  them  enter  the  Exhibition  as  paying  visitors  and  once 
inside  produce  their  paraphernalia,  i.e.  collapsible  stove,  primus  stove, 
containers  of  sausages  or  rolls  (but  no  hand  washing  facilities)  from  the 
boots  of  cars  or  vans.  If  they  are  questioned  about  their  right  to 
operate  they  fold  up  their  stalls  and  lose  themselves  in  the  crowd,  and 
maybe  set  up  in  business  again  soon  afterwards. 

One  of  the  largest  catering  firms  appointed  a senior  member  of  its 
staff  as  a Hygiene  Officer  to  liaise  directly  with  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  and  this  was  most  helpful. 

It  is  the  information  and  knowledge  gained  over  the  years  which 
enables  us  to  know  which  firms  require  special  attention.  The  transport 
of  prepared  foodstuffs  is  one  aspect  of  hygiene  in  which  there  is  still 
room  for  improvement.  Elaborate  meals  are  prepared  in  the  kitchens  and 
then  have  to  be  transported,  often  over  dusty  roads,  to  the  places  where 
they  are  to  be  eaten.  The  larger  caterers  have  refrigerated  trailers 
for  storing  perishable  foodstuffs.  This  year  they  were  greatly  increased 
in  numbers  and  so  were  electric  water  heaters,  so  much  so  that  it  is 
understood  that  the  electricity  supply  was  unequal  to  the  demand. 

To  control  vermin  and  insects  two  men  were  employed  full  time 
spraying  with  insecticide  refuse  containers  in  areas  where  rubbish  was 
stored  and  no  flies  were  seen  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Exhibition. 

Ko  outbreaks  of  food  illness  were  reported  to  have  occurred  during 
the  Exhibition  or  associated  with  it. 

Noise  Abatement 


The  principal  source  of  noise  in  Farnborough  is  from  aircraft  but 
noise  of  this  sort  is  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the  Noise  Abatement 
Act  i960. 

Complaints  received  about  noise  were  dealt  with  without  recourse  to 
formal  action.  They  are  often  difficult  to  deal  with  as  they  may  affect 
only  one  or  two  complainants  and  may  relate  to  late  night  or  early  morning 
noise.

There  is  still  a great  demand  for  new  houses.  24  were  huilt  b;;' 
the  Council  and  310  were  provided  by  private  enterprise. 

The  Housir.g  i,.anager  informs  me  that  the  Council  had  a waiting  list 
of  619  applicants  at  the  end  of  the  year  compared  with  B40  at  the  end  of 
1963.  Applicants  must  have  a residential  qualification  of  five  years.

The  work  which  is  carried  out  under  this  heading  and  which  is  one 
of  the  m.ajor  duties  of  the  Bepartment  consisted  of  the  inspection  of 
houses  follo'.ving  complaints  from  occupiers,  work  in  connection  v/ith  the 
Unfit  Housing  Programm,e  and  the  repair  of  houses  in  conjunction  with 
improvement  grants.  It  was  not  possible  to  carry  out  the  routine 
inspection  of  houses  as  required  by  the  Housing  Acts.

The  Unfit  Housing  Programme

Overcrowding

The  nuir.her  of  houses  in  the  district  in  rrultijla  occui'ation  increase 
but  the  nurr.ber  is  not  known  and  any  unsatisfactory  conditions  discovered 
are  as  a result  of  reports  received,  and  followed  up.  ''e  are  at  present 
taking  steps  to  improve  conditions  at  premises  formerly  used  as  a 
National  Children's  Home  and  now  used  as  living  accom,modation  by  a large 
number  of  families  and  persons. 

Local  Land  Charges  etc. 

Information  was  supplied  in  respect  of  1,^68  jroperties  uj on  a 
request  for  official  search  of  the  Land  Charges  Pegister. 

In  addition,  particulars  as  to  properties  v/ere  supplied  in  all 
cases  in  which  mortgages  were  being  arranged  under  the  I'ousing  Acts  in 
respect  of  the  purchase  of  small  dwellings.  A number  of  requests  '"or 
information  v/as  dealt  with  during  the  year  as  to  whether  properties 
changing  hands  v/ere  included  in  the  Council's  Unfit  i^ousing  rrograimr.e . 

SECTION  E 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


The  safeguarding  of  the  food  supply  is  i>robably  the  nost  imiortant 
of  a Public  Health  Inspector's  duties,  and  one  which  requires  constant 
attention. 


These  duties  are  comprehensive  and  include  all  aspects  of  food  and 
drink  inspection,  except  those  Food  and  Drug  sam.pling  duties  carried  out 
by  the  County  Council  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  iiutiiority.  ’^'e  are  responsibl 
for  the  inspection  for  evidence  of  disease  and  fitness  of  all  animals 
killed  at  the  slaughterhouse,  the  examination  as  may  be  necessary  of  all 
other  foods  sold  in  the  district,  the  supervision  of  food  promises  and 
food  vehicles  to  ensure  that  food  is  stored,  prepared  and  sold  in  a clean 
and  hygienic  condition.  In  conjunction  with  this  insj)ection  work, 
samples  of  food  and  milk  and  food  utensils  are  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination.  To  be  completely  effective  it  should  also  include  the 
education  of  food  handlers  in  food  hygiene. 

The  work  is  described  under  its  different  headings. 


kilk  Supply 


There  are  25  distributors  of  milk  on  the  register  and  all  milk  sold 
in  Farnborough  is  designated  either  Untreated,  Pasteurised  or  Sterilised.

There  is  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  situated  in  a built 
up  area  between  Peabody  Road  and  Sherborne  Road  and  the  use  of  these  premises 
increased  during  the  year.  Slaughtering  is  carried  out  every  day  of  the 
week. 

Meat  Inspection 

The  Public  Health  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1924-52,  except  where  the 
Regulations  permit,  require  carcases  of  animals  slaughtered  for  sale  for 
human  consumption  to  be  inspected,  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption  and 
marked  in  the  manner  prescribed.  Each  Inspector  is  provided  with  an 
individually  inscribed  stamp  which  is  used  for  marking  each  carcase  after 
inspection.  Although  the  Regulations  empower  Local  Authorities  to  make  a 
charge  for  meat  inspection  work,  no  charges  have  so  far  been  made  by  the 
Council . 

600  visits  were  made  by  the  Inspectors  to  inspect  meat.  19,953 
carcases  were  examined,  an  increase  of  6,130  over  1963  and  100/-  meat 
inspection  was  maintained. 

There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  cow  carcases  and 
the  weight  of  meat  condemned.  This  was  due  to  a Company  transferring  part 
of  its  slaughtering  business  from  the  Islington  slaughterhouse,  London, 
which  closed  during  the  year,  to  Farnborough  during  the  interim  period 
until  their  new  premises  at  V/ellingborough  were  ready.  This  Company  supplies 
the  trade  with  manufacturing  quality  beef  and  cows  are  purchased  for  this 
purpose.  The  majority  of  the  carcases  condemned  were  for  emaciation  and 
(£  dema. 

Duririg  the  year  four  bullocks  sent  to  the  slaughterhouse  were  found  to 
be  affected  with  lead  poisoning.  These  animals  were  part  of  a larger 
consignment  of  25  purchased  from  Wiltshire  by  a dealer  outside  the  Urban  District. 
16  of  the  consignment  were  sold  and  two  of  these  died.  The  cause  of  death  was 
found  to  be  lead  poisoning.  The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  of  the  Authority 
concerned  traced  the  remainder  of  the  animals  and  passed  the  information  to  my 
Department.  The  four  animals  had  already  been  slaughtered  and  on  inspection 
no  symptoms  to  indicate  lead  poisoning  were  found.  However,  in  the  light  of 
the  information  received,  the  kidneys  were  sent  to  the  Veterinary  Investigation 
Department  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  at  Weybridge.  These 
reports  showed  that  in  one  case  lead  was  present  in  over  100  parts  per  million, 
in  two  cases  twenty  parts  per  million  and  in  the  fourth  case  eleven  parts  per 
million.  On  the  advice  of  the  Veterinary  Investigation  Department  the  offal 
was  condemned  in  all  cases  and  the  carcases  passed  for  human  consumption,  but 
in  the  case  with  over  100  parts  per  million  the  carcase  was  boned  out  and  the 
bones  destroyed.  Details  were  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  Animal  Health  Division,  Winchester,  with  a view  to  the  original 
cause  being  traced  and  eliminated. 

Incidence  of  Tuberculosis

For  the  first  time  for  many  years  no  cases  of  Cysticerous  Bovis  were 
found  in  the  slaughterhouse.  Several  suspected  specimens  were  sent  to  the 
Veterinary  Investigation  Department  for  examination  hut  the  results  were 
negative.  I hope  this  indicates  that  this  parasite  is  being  eliminated. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  R.  M.  Loosmore  and  his  staff  at  the  Veterinary 
Investigation  Department,  Reading,  for  their  help  and  advice  on  specimens 
submitted  to  them  for  examination. 

Disposal  of  Condemned  Meat 

Carcases  and  offal  found  to  be  unfit  for  consumption  are  removed  from 
the  slaughter  hall  to  a condemned  meat  store  where  it  is  collected  by  a 
contractor  for  manufacture  into  fertiliser.  A certificate  is  issued  for 
all  meat  condemned. 

Other  Foods 

The  following  quantities  of  other  foods  were  condemned  at  food  shops 
and  food  preparing  premises 

794  tins  of  milk,  meat,  fruit,  preserves,  vegetables  etc. 

6 cwts.  1 qtr.  17  lbs.  meat  and  poultry. 

70  lbs.  fish 

1,239  packets  of  frozen  food. 

The  food  was  collected  and  disposed  of  at  the  controlled  tip  under 
supervision.  The  frozen  food  was  condemned  after  failures  of  refrigerating 
equipment  at  shops  in  the  district. 

Bakehouse s 


Three  bakehouses  are  in  use.  All  are  comparatively  small  premises  and 
none  are  of  modem  construction.  Bread  is  baked  in  all  of  them  but  most  of 
our  bread  is  brought  into  the  district  from  large  bakeries  situated  in  other 
areas. 

Food  Hygiene 

823  visits  were  paid  to  premises  where  food  is  stored,  prepared  or  sold. 
Work  on  the  improvement  of  premises  and  their  equipment  is  continuous  and  the 
less  satisfactory  premises  are  being  eliminated.  A cafe  in  connection  with 
which  legal  proceedings  were  taken  last  year  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
was  discontinued  during  the  year. 

It  has  again  not  been  possible  to  organise  classes  on  Food  Hygiene  for 
workers  in  the  industry.  The  Council  know  that  it  is  my  opinion  that  we 
shall  never  obtain  a satisfactory  standard  of  food  hygiene  until  all  workers 
in  the  industry  receive  special  instruction  in  this  subject.  One  careless 
or  ill-informed  food  handler  can  wreck  all  the  efforts  of  the  management  to 
serve  clean  food. 
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To  illustrate  the  need  for  care  in  the  cleanliness  of  equipment  and 
utensils  we  continued  our  policy  of  examining  and  swabbing  knives  and 
equipment,  particularly  at  meat  shops.  These  tests  brought  about  an 
improvement  and  we  shall  intensify  and  extend  this  work  as  soon  as  we  can. 
Results  obtained  are  given  in  the  following  table

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Adulteration  of  Food 

The  County  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority  for  administering  the 
provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955»  relating  to  the  adulteration 
of  food  and  drugs,  and  the  Chief  Sampling  Officer,  Mr.  J.  S.  Preston,  has 
kindly  supplied  the  following  report  and  figures  relating  to  work  on  food 
adulteration  carried  out  by  the  County  Council  in  the  Farnborough  Urban 
District  during  the  year  ending  the  31st  March  I96 

1.  "During  the  year  ended  3l3t  March  1965»  257  samples  were  obtained 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 > within  the  area  of  the  Farnborough  Urban 
District  Council. 

2.  Milk  Samples 

195  samples  of  milk,  including  eight  of  Channel  Islands,  two  of 
separated  and  one  of  goat's  milk  were  procured,  all  being  satisfactory. 

3.  Miscellaneous  Samples. 

With  regard  to  articles  other  than  milk,  62  samples  were  procured, 
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six  being  unsatisfactory  as  follows:- 

Two  samples  of  Pork  Sausage  Meat,  which  were  respectively  16  per  cent 
and  20  per  cent  deficient  of  the  65  per  cent  of  meat  normally  present  in  such 
products,  were  obtained  from  a butcher  on  separate  occasions.  In  view  of  the 
fairly  substantial  discrepancies  involved,  legal  proceedings  were  taken  in 
respect  of  one  of  the  samples  and  these  resulted  in  the  vendor  being  fined 
£10  and  ordered  to  pay  £21.  I8s.  Od  costs.  Although  there  is  at  present  no 
legal  standard  for  products  of  this  type,  they  normally  contain  at  least 
65  per  cent  of  meat  - this  being  the  minimum  required  in  the  past  when  a 
standard  was  fixed  - and,  in  fact,  the  average  for  samples  taken  in  the 

County  last  year  was  nearer  70  per  cent.  In  such  circumstances  as  this, 

where  an  article  falls  below  that  normally  expected,  it  is  open  to  the 
Authority  to  institute  proceedings  under  the  general  provisions  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  with  a view  to  a standard  being  fixed  by  the  Court  in  accord- 
ance with  the  evidence. 

Proceedings  were  also  taken  in  respect  of  a sample  of  Beef  Sausage 
Meat  which  contained  44  per  cent  of  meat  instead  of  the  normally  expected 
50  per  cent  minimum.  The  firm  responsible  were  fined  £50  and  ordered  to  pay 
£26.  9s.  Od  costs,  but  they  subsequently  gave  notice  of  Appeal  to  Quarter 
Sessions  against  the  conviction.  The  case  has  not  yet  come  before  the 

Higher  Court  but  it  is  anticipated  that  the  result  will  be  known  in  the  fairly 

near  future. 

A further  sample  of  a sausage  product,  this  time  Pork  Sausages,  was 
reported  to  be  low  in  meat  content  but  the  discrepancy  was  not  such  as  to 
warrant  legal  action  and  the  producer  was  cautioned. 

Two  samples  of  Gin  and  Whisky,  which  were  obtained  at  the  Pamborough 
Air  Show,  were  found  to  contain  13  per  cent  and  3 per  cent  of  excess  water 
respectively,  calculated  on  the  declared  proof  spirit  content  of  70  marked 
on  the  bottles  from  which  the  articles  were  served. 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  the  Company  responsible,  fines  totalling 
£21  being  imposed.  In  addition,  the  Defendants  were  ordered  to  pay  costs 
amounting  to  £28.  33.  Od. 

4.  General 


In  addition  to  work  in  connection  with  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  attention 
was  given  to  the  provisions  of  the  Labelling  of  Pood  Order  and  the  Pharmacy  and 
Medicines  Act  with  regard  to  their  application  to  the  labelling  and  descriptions 
of  food  and  drugs.  No  complaints  of  consequence  occurred  within  the  District 
although  a few  minor  matters  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  persons 
responsible." 

Health  Education 

No  special  work  was  carried  out  in  this  connection  during  the  year,  although 
your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  continued  to  give  talks  on  the  different  aspects 
of  the  work  of  the  Department  to  local  organisations. 
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MI SCELLANEOUS  DUTIES 


Heating  Appliances  and  Fireguard  Regulations  1953 

These  Regulations  are  administered  by  the  Department.  They  are  designed 
to  ensure  that  heating  appliances  are  properly  guarded.  New  ones  sold  have 
been  found  to  comply  with  the  tests  laid  down  and  we  endeavour  to  prevent 
the  sale  of  secondhand  unguarded  appliances. 

Hackney  Carriages 

Hackney  Carriages  plying  for  hire  in  the  Urban  District  are  licensed  by 
the  Council  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  the  appointed  Inspector. 

Whilst  the  number  of  Hackney  Carriages  has  gradually  increased,  the 
number  of  proprietors  has  decreased  due  to  amalgamations,  and  there  are  now 
only  two  owner/dri vers  with  one  vehicle  each.  The  remaining  vehicles  are 
shared  between  two  fleet  operators,  and  are  fitted  with  two-way  radio. 

All  the  present  vehicles  are  modern  saloon  types  and  there  is  an  undoubted 
improvement  in  their  age  and  condition  compared  with  previous  years. 

Before  a licence  is  granted  a special  roadworthiness  certificate  is 
required  and  this  must  be  provided  by  a recognised  garage.  The  scoj'e  of  the 
certificate  is  much  wider  than  the  standard  Ministry  of  Transport  Certificate. 

In  addition,  the  vehicles  are  checked  by  our  own  Inspectors.  25  Hackney 
Carriage  Licences  were  issued  during  the  licensing  year  ending  11th  April  1965, 
but  after  allowing  for  transfers  the  number  actually  operating  was  19- 

All  applicants  for  Hackney  Carriage  Driver' s Licences  are  interviewed 
and  satisfactory  references  must  be  submitted  as  to  the  applicant's  character 
and  driving  ability. 

The  increase  in  Fleet  operation  has  inevitably  resulted  in  a greater 
turnover  in  the  number  of  applicants  for  Driver' s licences  and  34  of  these 
were  issued  during  the  year.
